— The 
first authentic and complete list 
of 
graduates of the University of Wis­ 
consin between the years 1859 and 
1898 who have been elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa, the national honorary 
fraternity, has just appeared in the 
June number of the Wisconsin Alum­ 
ni Magazine, which came from press 
Wednesday. 
Eligibility to member­ 
ship in Phi Beta Kappa is based on 
scholarship. 
Because the Wisconsin 
chapter of the fraternity was not in­ 
stalled in the university until 1899, 
those who graduated 
before 
that 
date with scholastic records 
which 
would have entitled them to member­ 
ship, were this year awarded 
the 
honor by vote of the Wisconsin chap­ 
ter. 
A total of 180 graduates was elect­ 
ed, of whom 107 were men and 
73 
women. 
Of the 73 women, 4 4 are 
married and 29 are unmarried. 
In 8 
instances both a man and wife were 
elected to membership. 
The two oldest members are Elbert 
O. Hand of Racine, Wis., and Bish­ 
op Samuel Fallows of Chicago, who 
both were graduated with the class of 
1859. 
From the twenty classes grad­ 
uated between 1859 and 1 879, 42 
were selected for membership in Phi 
Beta Kappa. The classes of 1893 and 
1898 have the most representatives, 
13, while the classes of I860, 1861, 
1865, 1867, 1868, 1870, and 1883 
have one representative each. 
The 
class of 1862, 1863, 
1864, 
1 866, 
1869, are not represented in the so­ 
ciety. Sixty-one of the I 80 new mem­ 
bers are either teachers or profes­ 
sors, while forty-four are judges or 
attorneys, and 13 are physicians.

Govern, Mrs. Robert M. La Follette, 
1 Bishop Samuel Fallows of Chicago;

000, at the close of hostilities, less 
than 25 per cent were alive to par­ 
ticipate in the annual thirtieth of 
May celebration last month. 
Upon 
j request of the Ignited Press, officials 
J at the pension office today looked 
up the records of veterans of wars 
of the United States. 
This compila­ 
tion showed that on May 30th last, 
there were in various parts of 
the 
world 437,000 survivors of the civil 
war. 
On the same day there 
were 
less than 1,000 
survivors of 
the 
Mexican war.There is not the name of 
a single survivor of the war of 1812 
on the Pension office records, but 
there are about 200 widows of veter­ 
ans of the second war with Great Bri­ 
tain w ho are today drawing pensions. 
The average age of the civil war 
veteran is today is TI. 
According* to 
to the average death rate of the vet­ 
erans of that conflict it is estimated 
tha here will be 4 0,000 less civil war 
pensioners next year than there were 
this year, and that the deaths 
for 
1915 will number approximately 50,- 
000. 
In ten years, pension office of­ 
ficials declared today, 
the 
United 
States will be paying no more pen­ 
sions to civil war veterans. 
In five 
years it is expected there will be no 
more Mexican veterans. 
In the last two years it has cost 
the government about $ 200 ,000,000 
annually to pay pensions, and this 
year it costs more owing to the new 
! “dollar-a-day“ pension law which has 
become effective. 
Last year the out­ 
lay was about $154,000,00^
